19 THE VOLTAIRE OF HOUDON. A STATUETTE IN TERRA COTTA 


BY JEAN ANTOINE Houpon, 1741-1828 

He is seated in an armchair wrapped in a loose dressing gown, 
his right hand resting on the arm of the chair, on an oblong base 
of black and grey marbles with plain gilt bronze mouldings, 
enclosed in a glazed case with ormolu framing, height Thin., 
including base 1340n. 

At the back of the chair is a red wax seal, Academ. Royal De 
Peinture et Sculpt. Houdon sc. The seal affixed, by way of 
imprimatur, to works issuing from Houdon’s Atelier 

This statuette is a small study for the famous statue exhibited 
at the salon in 178] and now in the foyer of the Comedie Fran- 
caise. Other examples exist of the statuette; one in terra 
cotta in the Bibliothéque at Versailles, segned P. F. Houdon sc. 
1778. Another in plaster, similarly signed, at the Louvre. 
The full-size plaster model for the statue is in the Bibliothéque 
Nationale, a terra cotta model in the Museum at Montpelier. 
For a full discussion of this statuette, which shows several 
important divergencies from the marble figure, see article by 
Sir Claude Phillips in the Avt Journal, 1906, p. 225. 


Exhibited at the Burlington Fine Arts Club, 1913 ; their reference 
to the exhibit in the introduction to their catalogue is as follows, 
“To represent Houdon, the greatest portraitist amongst sculp- 
ture and in many respects the greatest artist of the 18th Century, 
we have only the little terra cotta Voltaire . . . this is a marvel 
of momentariness and of penetrating truth in characterisation ”’ 
Lady Dilke in her French Architects and Sculpture of the Eighteenth 
Century, tells the pathetic story of one of the last sittings which 
Voltaire gave him. Houdon, it appears, had complained to 
a Mons. Villevielle that ‘‘ the old man’s face lost, as he sat, 
all trace of life, save painful signs of weariness and irritation, 
and it was suggested that in secret, the crown should be brought 
that Brizard, the actor, had placed on Voltaire’s head on the 
day of his triumph at the Francais . . . the scheme was carried 
through and had the desired affect of rousing the failing spirit. 
Physical suffering which was already becoming acute was for a 
moment forgotten . . . and bursting into tears Voltaire cried, 
as the crown touched his brow, ‘ Que faites vous, jeune homme ? 
Jetez la sur ma tombe qui s’ouvre’ ”’.

Louise.

** This table was used by Napoleon at Longeval, St. Helena, and 
was brought home in the early part of the century by Brig. 
Gen. Walker and formed part of the collection of Sir William S. 
Walker of Bowland, which were removed from Bowland House, 
Stow, and scld in Dowell’s Auction Rooms, 8 November, 1890 
to Messrs. Mackay and Chisholm, Princes’ Street, Edinburgh. 


Napoleon I. A pair of Empire gilt Chairs, the backs of architectural 
form supporting lunettes carved with eagle and laureling, and 
the upholstered panels appliqued with the initial N, the uphol- 
stered seats supported on lion paw legs 

** These chairs were originally at the Palace of S. Martino, Isle 
of Elba, and it is understood that the chairs were purchased in 
1880 at the Prince Demidoff sale in Florence, the chairs had 
been previously in the possession of this family since Napoleon’s 
escape from Elba.
